BERLIN (UPI) - T h e United 
States defied a Russian protest 
and sent an Army helicopter over 
East Berlin today. 
Earlier 
the 
American 
Army 
again asserted Western 
access 
rights to th* city by sending a 
troop convoy across East Ger­ 
many. The Berlin-bound convoy 
was held up by the Russians for 
more than three hours, but even­ 
tually arrived here without fur­ 
ther incident. 
Tuesday night a mysterious ex­ 
plosion 
had 
rocked 
the 
area 
around the Brandenburg Gate on 
the East Berlin side of the Ber­ 
lin wall. There was no indication 
of what caused the blast, but 
West Berlin police said five Rus­ 
sian soldiers searched the area 
afterwards. 
The Americans sent the helicop­ 
ter flying over the wall into the 
Soviet sector of the city, although 
the

center denounced the flight as il­ 
legal.

American helicopter flight over 
East Berlin since Aug. I. when

An Army spokesman said the 
convoy was held up at the Rus­ 
sian checkpoint at Marienbom at 
the Western end of the 110-milc 
highway to Berlin because “there
